Avenue  gutter.  This  caused  c*»ium<I 
erable  discussi<*o  Mr.  Gilliert  ques 
tinned  the  right  of  the  Health  In¬ 
spector  to  order  such  work  done.  Mr 
Fisher  staled  that  the  Htorekee|*r* 
on  l he  avenue  aweep  the  dirt  from  the 
stores  into  tbe  gutters.  Mr  Haskell 
suggest ed  that  the  police  notify  the 
storekeepers  to  stop  the  nuisance. 

Mr.  Fisher  of  tbe  Road  Committee 
stated  that  tbe  County  authorities  had 
cleaned  the  drain  on  Washington  ave. 
He  recommended  a  separate  draiu 
but  the  property  owners  object. 

The  Road  Committee  will  repair 
the  road  at  Spruce  street  aud  Monroe 
Place,  and  arrange  lo  carry  off  the 
water. 

The  condition  of  Race  street  was 
complained  of  hut  UQ  action  was  ta 
keu  Mr  Ijawrenoe'  aaSI  that  lie 
drove  through  Race  street  hut  could 
tind  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Mr.  Gilbert  called  attention  to  the 
poor  drainage  of  'Vest  Belleville  ave 
near  UrtEuI  street.  Mr  ’Lawrence 
replied  that  repairs  had  been  made 
and  that  the  water  now  became  a 
nuisance  near  Colfax  s  store. 

An  iron  pipe  will  be  laid  across  the 
sidewalk  on  Bay  Avenue  near  Broad 
Street,  where  a  washout  occurred 

Mr.  Gilbert's  motion  tliat  the 
Orange  Water  Company  make  con 
nections  with  the  main  on  State 
Street  and  Belleville  Avenue  without 

committee  by  Mr.  Lawrepce.  Clerk 
Johnson  stated  that  jbe  sent  several 
communications  to  ttje  Cqfnpany  but 
no  action  had  been  |aken. 

Mr.  Powers’  motsftrto  instruct  the 
Road  Committee  to  lower  the  gates 
caused  considei  able  discussion. 

Several  accidents  have  occurred, 
bicycle  rulers  being  thrown  from 
their  wheels  on  account  of  these  ob¬ 
structions.

ment  of  the  Water  Company  and  the 
Committee,  when  extensions  are  to  be 
mails. 

Mr.  Foster  inquired  if  the  Water 
Company  were  charging  higher  rates 
in  this  Town  than  in  the  City  of  New 
ark.  as  the  contract  provides.  Re 
ferreil  to  the  Water  Committee. 

Mr.  Gilbert  oalled  attention  to  the 
trees  being  damaged  by  electricity, 
sparks  have  been  seen  falling  from 
tbs  trees. 

A  schedule  of  prices  for  private 
consumers  for  electric  light  and  power 
will  be  considered  at  the  next  meet¬ 
ing.  The  school  board,  it  was  stated, 
desire  to  introduce  eleatric  fans  into 
the  school  buildings 

Mr.  Fisber  introduced  a  resolution 
in  regard  to  breakage  in  the  sewer 
system.  Mr.  Gilbert  said  it  should 
be  an  ordinance. 

This  question  was  brought  up  by 
the  break  in  the  Orange  Street  sow 
er  The  resolution  will  be  published 

Mr.  Lawrence  statsd  that  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  requested  that 
tbe  old  cannon  be  mounted  and 
placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  dur¬ 
ing  the  ^centennial  celebration  in 
October. 

The  dog  ordinance  passed  dual 
reading.  A  dog  warden  will  be  ap 
pointed  at  the  next  meeting. 

Treasurer  Lawrence  was  author 
ized  to  borrow  $5,000  on  demand 
note,  making  a  total  of  $28,000. 

Mr.  Powers  said  that  nothing  had 
,,-heen  done  in  regard  to  the  saloon 
license  of  Mrs.  Rhodes  on  Second  St, 
no  evidence  had  been  presented  and 
w hermit  was  done  he  would  proceed 
in  the  matter.
